Another post/s to be placed at the top of Hollytrees. 


There are already 2 posts in situ. They were placed there to stop unauthorised vehicular access, 
including the resident who owns a mini digger and trailer and drives it up the kerb and quite a 
distance alongside of the stream on PC land and the public footpath, past the 2 posts, he continues 
along beside the stream up the side of a neighbours house on the grass and public footpath, then 
turns left until he reaches his rear garden. The grass is often rutted and churned up where the 
digger's caterpillar tracks go. Residents have complained about this issue to me in the past. This 
week a sizeable pick up style truck has been driving along the same route. | asked the workman how 
he managed to get along there and he stated he used same route to gain access as the resident with 
digger. This is obviously means that area is not quite as secure as we thought and this needs to be 
rectified. | would also suggest a letter to resident advising him he does not have right of access over 
PC land for movement of his vehicles or digger.
